the inuixent miners as respec- 


tively llnlph Waldo Emerson. Henry 
Wudsworth 
Longfellow and Oliver 


Wendell Holmes. The humor of the 
conception must prosper or must fall 
according to the mood of the hearer, 
but Clemens felt sure of compelling 
this to sympathy, and he looked for- 
ward lo an unparalleled triumph. 


"But there were two things that he 


bad not taken Into account One was 
the species of religious veneration In 
which these" men were held by those 
nearest them. They were men of ex- 
traordinary dignity, of the thing call- 
ed presence for want of some clearer 
word, so that no one could well ap- 
proach them In a personally light or 
trifling spirit. 
I do not suppose that 


anybody more truly valued them or 
more piously loved them than Clem- 
ens himself, but the Intoxication of his 
fancy carried him beyond the bounds 
of that rcpird nnd emboldened him to 
tbe other thing which he had not taken 
into account—namely, tho immense 
hazard of working bis. fancy out'be- 
fore their faces and expecting them to 
enter Into the delight of II.

Ing short weight, was roasted In his 


. own oven, and a man who bad started 


a scare that tbe Russians were ad. 
vancing on Kabul was placed on a 
stool fastened on lop of a toll pole 
and kept there on sentry go till he died 
of sleeplessness and exhaustion. 


Political crimes,are not uncommon 


'in Persia nnd the revolutionists,,when 
caught, arc dealt with summarily. 


. Four conspirators who were recently 


caught in the act of throwing a bomb 
in tho crowded bazar at Teheran were 
hanged and quartered1 In the same 
fashion tbnt prevailed la England up 
to the seventeenth century.

Depend* Wholly on the Friction of the 


Material] In Contact. 


The angle of repose is u well liiiuwn 


term In the science of inecliiinlctf, but, 
besides beluu used In purely theoret- 
ical problems, Js taken Into account by 
railroad and other vug Infers. 
Suppose 


that we take a brick rind lay It on a 
board and then gradually raise one 
end of the bo-|rd. There will be a cer- 
tain angle reached In time where the 
brick will not remain at rest on Ihc 
board, hut will stnrt to slide down. 
> 


This Is termed the angle of repose of 


the brick on ibe board. .It Is af that 
point where the component of forco 
due to gravity overcomes the rcslst- 
ence due lo frlcllon between the two 
surfaces. 
Therefore the angle de- 


pends entirely .on the frlcllon. 
Frlc- 


llou varies with the materials In con- 
tact. So the angle of repose of a brick 
on a pine board would be different 
than Its angle of repose on an Iron 
board, sny. 


Now for the application of this In 


ordinary life. When a railroad cut has 
to be made the Bides have to he suffi- 
ciently slanting to keep the earth or 
clay from caving In. The same ap- 
plies when a ditch Is dug or when for 
tlfleations ure built in time of war. 
The angle necessary for this Is of 
course tbe angle of repose of the par- 
ticular kind of material through which 
the cut Is made as measured by itself 
on Itself, as It contains millions of In- 
dividual particles In contact. The an 
gle in this Instance is determined with 
utmost ease and simplicity. A pile of 
the material is put Into an open cylin- 
der, packed down slightly, and the cyl- 
inder Is then removed. Of course the 
pile immediately' slumps down into a 
mound with slanting sides, the angle 
of which is tho one wanted. This an- 
gle is somewhat smaller than tho ono 
that.would be taken by compact earth 
and. therefore allows a good margin of 
safety.

Bretons Coax the Tiny Fish With

Sardine fishing forms the chief in- 


dustry of. Brittany.

season the Brittany sardine fisher- 
men catch 100.900.000 to 150.000,000 
pounds of Eardines. for^whlch they 
receive anything from f300.000 'to 
£000,000, while the shore Industries de- 
pendent upon this fishery give em-- 
ployincut to 20.000 other persons, most-. 
ly women and girls. So Important 13 
the sardine that in many communities 
In Brittany- every person is directly or 
Indirectly supported by II, and the fail- 
ure of the Dsh to come means ruin, 
starvation and death to many people 
tn the more Isolated places. 


Sardines-are'found on tho coast of 


Brittany

flourish In greater abundance In sum- 
mer nnd 'autumn. As many ns 100,- 
000 have hoen taken at one lime in 
one net from one school. One remark- 
able feature of sordine fishing in Brit- 
tany Is the enormous amount of bait 
which Is used.

fishermen • pay £70.000 every year to

nnd while directing the movements of

to him. 


One privilege appertaining to the 


ambassador, one capable of causing 
great Inconvenience to the ruler, Is the 
right of demanding admission to the 
sovereign at any hour of day or night. 
This' was one of tho reasons why 
Abdul Hamld, when sultan of Turkey, 
opposed the raising of our mission at 
Constantinople to an embassy. It was 
decidedly Inconvenient at times to see 
tbe American representative at all. 


To the European the most important 


feature of the ambassador's makeup 
Is' his sword. There-the blade of the 
,sword Is n rapier blade with the point 
blunted. 
It has been facetiously ob- 


served abroad that the use tbe sword 
Is put to In addition to Us trick of 
tripping up Its wearer Is usually the 
harmless one of poking fires.
